t wrote recently of 'the tragedy 


that religion, Which in its name 
and nature blight to be a great 
binding and uniting force, ac- 
tually has been a great occasion 
of division and strife.

within the Christian religion, 


I do not mean the divisions 


into Roman Catholic, Greek Or- 
thodox, ,and 
Protestant' which 


have their historic aspects and 
their conflicts of doctrine 
and 


authority. 


As a Protestant I am more 


concerned with the divisive spirit 
Within (Protestantism, especially 
with the bitterness and virulence 
with which controversies and an- 
tagonisms arc expressed. 


The intensity of this is not un- 


usual 
!n the groups or sects 


dominated 
by 
convictions 
and 


attitudes that mark them as apart 
from the predominantly "ortho- 
dox." 


In the mote "orthodox" 
de- 


nominational groups the conflict 
is b e t w e e n those classed as 
"fundamentalist" a n d "liberal,1 
and many who arc simply ortho- 
dox, without any close i elation 
to cither group. 


It would, be a great mistake 


to consider all fundamentalists 
or ultraconscrvativcs as 
cilhct 


bitter or divisive in their attitude 
toward others. 


During the' years when I was 


editing the liberal "Congrcgalmn- 
ahst," I ,,frequently had lettcis 
from 
conservative readers who 


strongly.; differed 
with me, yet 


their letters wcic in the kindliest, 
Christian 'spirit. 


I remember 
particularly one 


saintly ' reader, who I think ic- 
gardcd me in much the same 
spirit as a loving mother might 
regard a mistaken or wayward 
son 1 felt- a deep sense of sym- 
pahty and fellowship with her.

It is notable that a critical
